Dr. Francis, chairman of epide- 
miology (the study of the behavior 
of disease) at the University of 
Michigan, has the reputation 
among his fellow workers for 
painstaking careful research. 

As in the development of the 
vaccine, the money for the evalua- 
tion has come from the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
but it has been given directly to 
the University of Michigan, 60 
that the evaluation and the report 
will be independent and fair. 


It is for this reason, among 
others, that Dr. Francis has set up 
his seccurtty code—to provide a 
completely controlled evaluation. 


LIMITED PROOF 

Dr. Jonas Salk of the University 
of Pittsburgh, who developed the 
vaccine, had already proved in 
limited immunization tests and in 
the laboratory that the vaccine 
produces antibodies. 


The mass test was to determine 
whether the vaccine would pro- 
due enough resistance to the 
disease to prevent it, and whether 
it would cope with all known 
polio viruses. 


Dr. Salk, who studied under Dr. 
Francis at Michigan developed the 
vaccine after three American doc- 
tors had succeeded in_ isolating 
the polio virus in a test tube. 

Those three, Dr. John Enders 
and Thomas Weller of Harvard 
University and Frederick 

Western Reserve University, 
Cleveland, won a Noble prize for 
this first step in the prevention of

There is a danger of poisoning 
while treating seed when the proper 
care is not taken. There has been 
tragedies, farmers have lost thei 
life, this fact emphasizes the nee 
of extra care when toxic materials 
are being used. Most of the materials 
used in treating seed contain mer- 
eury, mercury dust and fumes are 
dangerous. 

This danger is not to great and 
when proper precautions are taken 
the seed can be treated to help in- 
sure a healthy crop without undue 
dangers to the persons doing the 
treating. On the packages that you 
receive the treating material in you 
Will find the word “poison” also in- 
structions and precautions to be ta- 
ken if these are followed there will 
be no ill effects. The ill effects are 
cumulative and sooner or later, if 
vou take chances the result of care- 
lessness may catch up with you 

The following rules should be fol- 
lowed; 


1. Avoid contact With skin or eyes. 

2. Use a dust filter, and fume 
mask. 

3. If indoors provide thorough 
ventilation, 

4. In case of contact, Wash im- 


mediately with soap and water, 
if eves flush with Water, and 
get medica] attention, 
Keep packages tightly 
when not in use 
6. Mark treated seed “poisonous.” 
| If any of the material is swallowed 
jcause vomiting with a mixture of

Building and improving Al- 
berta’s roads and highways is 
the special field of public re- 
sponsibility assigned the Al- 
berta Highways Department. 


Its, authority extends along 
85,000 miles of highways and 
rouds, a system that is being 
extended and improved each 
year, This network of roads. 
Whose total length is more than 
fhree times the earth's dia- 
meter, demands the expendi- 
ture of large sums of money for 


mravelling, hard surfacing, 
bridging, widening, and gen- 
eral maintenance. Highways 


expenditure is such an impor- 
tant part of government spend- 
ing in Alberta that almost 28 
percent Of the 1954-1955 bud- 
get was allocated for this pur- 


The Department of Highways 
consists of seven branches —- 
Surveys. Maintenance, Loca- 
tion, Construction, Bridge, Ac- 
counting, and Motor Vehicles. 


The location Branch of the 
Department of Highways se- 
lects the locations of new high- 
ways and roads while the Sur- 
veys Branch surveys the com- 
pleted location of highways 
and all roads in Improvement 
Districts. The Surveys Branch 
looks after all government ow- 
ned land in the Province and 
administers all acts related to 
provincial land, The Directo: 
of Surveys approves all plans 
for survey work in Alberta and 
administers the Pipe Line Act. 


Actual construction of high- 
ways is under the conto] of 


the Construction Branch. This 


branch stakes out highway lo- 


ra~ 


cations, purchases gravel, and 
does all the cross sectioning 
levelling and other work en- 
tailed in building a highway 

The Bridge Branch of 
Department of Highways builds 
all highway bridges, Its en- 
gineers have been busy during 
recent years on an expanded 
program of bridge building 
Many bridges that have be- 
come inadequate for modern 
traffic conditions are being re- 
placed with wide, strong and 
gracetul modern bridges, Bri- 
dee design is carried out by the 
branch but construction is dis- 
tributed between private con- 
tractors, working under the 
branch's supervision, and the 
branch's own bridge building 
crews 

Costs of each type of high- 


way, bridge and ferry are as- 
sembled by the Accounting 
Branch while the Maintenance 
Branch maintains all main 
highways, awards grants to 
municipal districts and = im- 
provement districts for doal 
work, and supervises all work 
done under these grants. Muni- 
cipal SOovernments now reccive 
approximately $5,000,090 a vear 
in road grants, 


The Motor Vehicles Branch 
contains the Highway Traffic

The Alberta Tuberculosis Associ- 
ation announces receipt of a con- 
tribution of $1,000 from the Al- 
berta Civil Service Welfare Fund. 
This fund is created as a result 
of donations made by all provin- 
cial government employees and will 
be utilized by the TB Association 
on behalf of their work on a provin- 
cial basis to aid finance ng the cost 
of additional X-ray units in hospi- 
tals for the X-ray of all admissions, 
organizing mass surveys through 
the mobile units owned by the 
Association and operated by the 
provincial Department of health, 
rchabil.tation of TB patients, ete. 
The itinerary of the mobile unit 
for the 1955 season is now being 
urranged by the director of the 
tuberculosis division, and during 
the spring season will conduct 
surveys in areas of the south in- 
cluding Coaldale, Pincher Creek 
and the Crow's Nest Pass. Later 
surveys will be conducted on the 
TofieldChauvin line in the north, 
Tentative plans are being laid to 
conduct a survey this year in the 
far northeast section of the prov- 
ince. It is in areas such as this 
where hospital and medical serv- 
ices are not so readily available 
that higher rates of TB incidence 
are found, and visits of the mobile 
unit are most productive in search- 
ing out undisclosed tuberculosis,
